OKLAHOMA CITY, April 
13.— 
Stimulation

I industry in Oklahoma, declared to 
1 be one of the most profitable and 
yet most dormant industries offered 
by the state, is urged in a state- 
i ment issued by the state depart­ 
ment 
of 
agriculture 
and 
federal 
bureau of crop estimates here today. 
Progress of the Industry in the 
last two years is said in the state­ 
ment to be comparatively small, due 
for the most part to lack of inter­ 
est and understanding and knowl­ 
edge of the care of sheep and the 
profit a successful flock of sheep 
will bring to the raiser. 
The number of sheep on farms 
in the state January I, this year 
was 
given 
at 
110,000, 
compared 
with 
107.000 last year, showing, 
according to the statement, that the 
sheep industry played 
very little 
importance in the agricultural de­ 
velopment the last two years with 


the exception of in a few isolated 
areas. 
"A flock of 15 or 25 ewes oil 
a 160-acre farm will increase the 
profit and improve the land of the 
owners with a very small outlay of 
capital," the statement reads. "They 
will help in keeping down under­ 
brush, may be turned onto corn 
when it is well grown and will 
consume a great deal of roughage 
that would otherwise be wasted. 
"While it is foolish to claim that 
sheep will thrive without feed or 
care, it is true they will eat a 
great 
deal 
of 
waste and 
almost 
every variety of weeds. 
There are 
on record in this office many in- 
stnces of where large profits have 
been realized on farms where sheep 
were added to the outlay."

clip
